SUPERINTENDENTS REPORT. 

During the year schools have been holden in nine divi - 
sions of the district, in which sixteen different teachers 
have been employed ; Fai males and twelve females. Six 
were residents of Piermont, three of Haverhill, two of Orford 
and one each of Tilton, Warren, Bath, Newbury and Brad- 
ford. Three taught three terms each during the year, four 
two terms, and five had previously taught in “this town. 

Number of terms during the year “23, and the average 
leneth 8 weeks. Whole number of w eel 188, and average 
number of weeks for the divisions 21. Whole number of 
of pupils attending during the year 154; boys 70, girls 64, 
being 4 more than was reported last year. 

The spring term in the northern division, embracing num- 
bers 1 and 5, was taught by Martha L. Bean in No. 5 ; house. 
Nine wevks, No. of pupils 11. Ernest S$. Underhill taught 
the fall and winter terms of seven weeks each; 5 weeks in 
No. d5and 9in No.1. Number of pupils 23. 

In the river road district No. 2, the spring term was com- 
menced by Martha Tarbox, who left in two weeks on account 
of sickness. Daisy Stevens succeeded her with 8 weeks, 
having 5 pupils, and also held the fall term of 8 weeks with 
dpupus. This little school was maintained with no more 
expense and less trouble than to have carried to another.

In the turnpike division No. 6. Jennie Buck taught the 
spring term of nine weeks and the fall term of 11 weeks, 
whole number of pupils 8. Wm. A. Blaisdell held a short 
winter term of four Weeks having 9 pupils. 

The spring term of 8 weeks in the eastern division, No. 7, 
was taught by Belinda I. Batchelder, 9 pupils. A. H. San- 
born kept the fall term of 11 weeks, having twelve pupils. 
Sickness in the district closed the school sooner than was 
intended. 

The spring term in the brook road division, No. 8, was 

taught by Florence EK. Carr, 9 weeks, 13 pupils. Minnie 
Smith had the fall term of 8 weeks with 10 pupils. In the 
winter they were carried to the village, giving the division 
practically three terms. 

In the north turnpike division, No. 10, Mabel Johnson 
held the 8 terms, 23 weeks in all, number of different pupils 
attending 14. 

The spring term in the central division, No. 12, was tanght 
by Lula E. Bagley 9 weeks, 13 pupils. The fall and winter 
terms of fourteen weeks by Alice Lawrence, 12 pupils. 

In the Union, Mattie Buck taught the spring term of 9 
weeks and the fall term of 11 weeks having 8 Piermont 
pupils. The Haverhill school board declined holding a 
winter term. 

The spring term in the village division, embracing the 
former numbers 3 9 and 11 was taught by Caroline E. Co- 
nant, 9 weeks; 17 boys and 14 oirls attending. ‘The fall 
term by Martha L. Bean, 8 weeks with 36 pupils every seat 
being filled. The winter school was graded, John M. “Row- 
ell having the higher department, 7 weeks, 13 boys and 6 
girls attending. The primary was taught by Mattie Buck 
8 weeks, having 15 boys and 12 girls, whole number in both 
departments 46, coming from four former districts. ‘The 
sickness of the principal shortened his term one week. 

The establishment of a graded school in the village isa 
long step in the direction of advancement. The shortness 
of the term from lack of money detracted largely from its 
profit but with ten or twelve weeks uninterrupted by sick- 
ness or otherwise, under the competent and exceptionally 
efficient teachers employed, the wisdom and superior excel- 
lence of the system must have been apparent to all. The 
idea of grading and consolidating schools is steadily gaining 
favor, and Iam confident will nob be abandoned in this town.

The general standing of the schools in the district has 
been comparatively good, and in advance of previous years. 
A few of the teachers have lacked in certain qualities, and 
perfection reached in none. But some have been of the 
highest grade, and the force as a whole the most efficient 
ever employed in one year. 

During the two last years the wages of the teachers have 
been advanced, the school houses improved, books and sup- 
plies liberally furnished, in some divisions improved 
methods.of instruction introduced, and in all thoroughness 
in teaching and firmness in discipline have been enjoined. 
The result has been that better teachers have been secured, 
greater interest manifested by the pupils, and consequently 
more profitable schools. 

As Superintendent I have aimed to discharge the respon- 
sible duties of the office to the best of my ability, and in do- 
ing it have given thought, effort and time to the work be- 
yond what I can hope to be credited for by those who have 
never served; but I retire with the consciousness of haviug 
labored honestly and earnestly for the benefit of the pupils, 
_ the elevation of the schools and for the public good. If in 
any measure I have been successful, it will be manifest in 
after years; and what I have failed to do, and wherein I 
have erred, I leave to be supplied and corrected by those 
who will succeed me. 

My school work is ended.
